The State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction assigned us to the care of Prof. George H. 
Whitcher, of Durham, a gentleman of long experience in teaching, 
and for several years the Superintendent of schools in the towns of 
Alton, Durham, and Newmarket, the towns with which we were 
united. The committees of the several towns met at Dover in 
June, organized and agreed upon the following salary, division of 
time and expense.

Stratham pays of the salary $170, of which the state returns one- 
half, and Stratham has one day every two weeks of his time. Your 
Committee would refer to his report for information regarding the 
schools. According to the views of leading educators of the State 
the town in adopting this system has placed itself in the front rank, 
and your committee has given the Superintendent full control to 
shape the school work in line with the other towns comprising the 
district. 

We know that the change has caused some friction and many 
doubtless question whether the new method is as good as the old, 
and when we look uupon the community around us and see the 
splendid achievements in the business world and other walks of life 
of the men and women thirty years of age and upwards who were 
educated under the old system, we are not surprised. 

The advocates of the new system ask if perfection was reached 
by the old way of teaching? If there was no room for improve- 
ment? If educational methods were fixed and unchangeable? If 
we admit that progress can be made, that we do not know all that 
it is possible to know in the art of teaching, then why not follow 
the example set us-by the business world? 

The business experts in special lines are always in demand and 
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the business houses that fail to recognize that fact are soon com-— i 
pelled to leave the field. :

The school report of 1885 has upon its “Roll of Honor’ forty- 
eight names, forty-two per cent. of the whole enrollment. ‘The re- 
port of 1903 (two terms) has upon its ‘Roll of Honor’ fifteen 
names, and for the corresponding terms of trgo1, twenty-one 
names. No report was made in 1902. 

To this point, regular attendance, we wish to call the attention 
of the parents. 

We know that when our work is pressing, our crops are perish- 
ing and help is impossible to hire at any price, that the temptation 
comes to us to employ the older children in a manner that is hard 
to resist, and we find by a careful examination of the registers that 
all the schools suffer about equally from this trouble; also in the 
reports of the Board of Education in past years this subject is re- 
ferred to as the greatest defect our schools have to contend with, 
and parents have been asked to correct it, but the trouble has been 
steadily growing. 

However capable your teachers are it is impossible for them to . 
do good work if the attendance is not regular. Empty seats are 
not a source of inspiration ;- their tendency is to depress and dis- 
courage, and the most enthusiastic teacher will soon lose interest in 
her work. 

About sixteen hundred dollars is spent yearly for the use of 
schools, the largest item, but one, of the town expenses, and every 
child of school age in town has the right to enjoy the full benefits 
that this sum will purchase. 

Will calling the attention of the parents to this defect be suffi- 
cient to cause them to remedy it, and see that all the children un- 
der the age of fourteen years attend school all the time the schools 
are kept open during the year? Or will they compel the commit- 
tee to use the strong arm of the law to correct the evil. 

The law is ample. A recent decision of a truancy case in 
Belknap County this fall, the judge of the Supreme Court held, 
that, under the truancy laws of the State if literally interpreted, 
“a parent had no right to keep a child of school age away from 
school to attend his own mother’s funeral’ without the consent of 
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the School Board, but the School Board must exercise judgment in 
enforcing the law. ; 
Arrangements were made with Mrs. H. H. Leavitt to teach | 
music in school, but other duties compelled her to resign. No ap- 
propriation having been made at the annual school meeting for this 
purpose, the committee did not think best to employ a music — 
teacher from out of town, as the expense would have been a 
more than the district usually pays. ‘ ; 
We have presented in this report a triangular problem, each side | 
being dependent upon the others to make a perfect whole. Do we | 
want good schools in Stratham? Are we all willing to do our “ 
part to secure them? ‘The teacher alone cannot make a good — 
school, although all will admit a good teacher is very important, 
but stand they ever so high in their profession, if the scholars are | 
absent their energies are wasted. The scholars must do their part; 
_ they must obey the rules of the school promptly, learn their lessons _ y 
thoroughly, and have an interest in the school work. The parents: ¥ 
must see that the pupils attend the school regularly, that they obey 
all wholesome school rules; too much attention must not be given is 
to the scholar’s criticism of the teacher; it is apt to be biased, and — 
the teacher’s faults should not be aici before the children. its 
we, as parents, will do our part, it will make it easier for the 
teachers to do their part and the children will certainly do theirs.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Education is to fit pupils for comfortable and useful living and 
must be regarded as a part of that living, and since the conditions 
of living change, education itself must-change. People who main- 
tain in argument that the process and means of education are the 
same yesterday, to-day and forever, deny their own argument in 
practice. ‘Thirty years ago, geography, for example, was taught by 
the printed question and frinted answer method. A text-book of 
that day starts out in this way, “what is geography?” answer, 
‘‘seography is the science that treats of the earth’s surface.’”’ Most 
of the words in this answer that give it meaning are unintelligible 
to the pupil ten years old. ; 

To-day no book agent would offer such a book for sale, no school 
board inflict it on their teachers, and no teacher would use it if re- 
quested to. | 

The point of view has changed from the sfudy to the chz/d and 
the process has changed from one of furnishing information to one 
developing the child, body, intellect, and soul. 

The pupil is no longer regarded as a storehouse with compart- 
ments for laying away information concerning geography, history, 
arithmetic, etc., but is regarded as a factory wherein sensations re- 
ceived through the eye, the ear, the hand, etc., are brought into re- 
lation and woven into ideas through the thought process and then 
expressed through speaking, writing, drawing, modeling, etc. 

Memorizing rules and long drills on examples and problems that 
are classified into groups of like characteristics are wrong, because 
they substitute mechanical manipulation for thinking, “‘figure-jug- 
gling’” for relation seeing and dependence upon another, the 
teacher or book, for self-reliance. 

Such methods substitute words for things, and symbols and signs 
for relations. An examination of pupils’ papers wherein laborious 
ciphering-by rule takes the place of rational thinking will convince 
most people that what has been outlined is true. 

The five senses with which most are endowed are the avenues 
through which man becomes the master of his environment, the 
better a// of these are trained, the better for the man. 

Things seen, but not related to something already experienced, 
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are meaningless, and this points to the desirability of widening the 
experience of our pupils as rapidly and systematically as possible. 

Food for the body is useless unless it is assimilated and changed 
into blood, bone, muscle, etc. Mental food material must be 
assimilated through past experience and converted into ideas. 
Words are ségns of ideas, but they are not tdeas, and a word to have 
value must represent things known to the pupil. ) 

It would be useless to talk to a native of Central Africa about 
cars, locomotives, electric lights, etc. ; would be useless because he ~ 
has had no experience with any of these things, but we talk to our - 
pupils about geography, nature and arithmetic when their exper- 
ience is inadequate to give meaning to much, if not most, of our 
talk, and we think this is education. 

A child might easily be taught, by mere telling, that the earth isa 
cube and he would believe it, but this would hardly add to the pu- 
pil’s intelligence or mental power, or knowledge of geography. Is 
he any surer of his ground when we tell him the earth is a sphere 
8,000 miles in diameter? Does 8,000 miles signify anything to the 
pupil? Grammar school pupils probably have little conception of a 
thousand miles, how then can 5th grade pupils, who stumble at 
the idea of eight yards, be supposed to gain any idea whatever of | 
eight thousand miles? 

The human race is forever trying to get into harmony with its 
surroundings and an education that neglects to make use of the 
facts of nature that are near at hand misses a valuable opportunity, 
because experience is a matter that first comes from the immediate 
environment. 

Nature study, geography and agriculture, are the subjects that 
come closest to the country pupil and are therefore valuable educa- 
tional means, but they are notends. They are the /vo/s, but not the 
product. A carpenter’s saw is a useful tool with which to make . 
a box, but the box is not made out of the saw. 

The subjects in the school course of study are to the mind what 
the dumb-bells, the chest weights and the race track are to the ath- 
lete. Everybody knows that the athlete must systematically and. 
constantly wse his muscles if he is to gain strength and endurance. 
No amount of hard work on the part of the coach of a foot ball 
team can make the men of the team strong of muscle; they must 
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gain this quality by self activity, but for some reason many seem to 
forget that exactly the same things are true of mental excellence 
and growth. No amount of problem solving 4y the teacher can 
strengthen, by one iota, the problem solving powers of the pupil. 

Endless repetitions of rules will never develope the relation-seeing 
power, but will certainly tend to delay if not to entirely prevent the 
coming of that power. Thinking cannot be done by proxy, 
neither can education come from mere absorption of information. 

_Many teachers err in striving to have the good things which they 
themselves know veflected from their pupils. Nature never designed 
that the child, like the moon, should shine from reflected light, but 
rather that, like the sun, he should glow white-hot from his own 
inner fires.. The moon is a cold cheerless body at best; so is the 
pupil who from rote memory, that is, reflected knowledge, solves 
problems, recites geography and repeats rules. The sun, on the 
other hand, is the embodiment of energy. Its raging fires light and 
vitalize the earth; so the pupil whose ideas are self evolved, who 
sees, thinks, does, is a power in the world. 

Text-books and lessons are means not ends, and in so far as they 
aid in securing self activity, spontaneous thinking, the power of 
correct inference, and habit of good expression, they are good and 
to be used to broaden the experience, but when they are perverted 
into mere repositories of information, ends in themselves, satisfying 
because they state facts which in some way afe supposed to be essen- 
tial to success in life, when they change a growing, acting, thinking 
organism: into an inert, memorizing, receptive sponge, they are bad. 

Education deals with the whole child, not with a part. The 
physical, the intellectual and the spiritual are not in separate 
packages, but are so interrelated that rational education developes 
all three. ‘True, we have physical perfection that expresses itself 
in the prize ring, intellectual superiority that fails to master the art 
of building a fire, and spiritual’ attainment that buries itself in 
seclusion, but these are not the normal condition of mankind ; 
they are not what education seeks to produce. Not one or two 
but all three of these phases need developing. 

This is what the school undertakes to initiate, and the life time 
of the individual is devoted to a more or less successful carrying 
out of the undertaking. ‘

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A rational system of education attempts to accomplish the 
desired result by training the senses to truthfully report external 


facts to the intellect; the intellect to correctly relate and interpret | 


these reports and the muscles to express these interpretations in 
useful form, and out of it all to secure a right view of life as 
related to other lives. 

The work in your schools for the past year has been guided by 
the principles above outlined. ‘The rote memorizing of rules and 
definitions so common in all country schools, but so fatal to true 
education, has been checked, and in its place there has been sub- 
stituted the habit of associating cause and effect. Observation has 
been encouraged through nature study and geography. 

Mechanical ciphering in which the answer to the problem was 
the sole thing in mind has been discouraged at every opportunity, 
and in its place mental problems have been made use of; prob- 
lems in which the relation or vaz#o between the essential parts has 
been the chief factor in the solution. ‘These problems demand 
thinking, and are what your pupils need more than anything else. 

New and valuable books in history, geography and nature study 
have been added and more are needed to give the pupils reading 
matter that shall be of use in extending their knowledge of the 
world and its people. 3 

The following table gives a list of books adopted by your board 
as a basis for school work. Those marked with X are already pur- 
chased. The others will be needed during the coming year. 

There is no reason why Stratham schools should not fit its pu- 
pils for high school in eight years. It is done elsewhere, it can be 
here, and the progress made the past year is all that could 
reasonably be expected. It takes time to change a system of 
schools on to a new basis, but when once the change is made the re- 
sults will justify the change. 

There is need of the enforcement of the laws regulating school 
attendance and I would respectfully suggest that the school regis- 
ters be examined and made the basis of an effort to raise the per 
cent. of attendance. 

There is but one suggestion relative to school houses namely, 
that increased blackboard service be provided for the “Ridge” 
school at as early a day as possible ; the teacher is seriously ham- 
pered by this lack.
